THE STANNARIES COURT. 


Sin,—I shall shortly have something to say to you upon the Stan- 
naries Court in Cornwall, and the way in which cases appear to be 
got up for it by its hangers-on. I wish, however, before writing 
generally to have some insight as to its inner workings, and that 
from personal observation. I have no doubt the Vice-Warden is a 
highly honourable and conscientious man, and decides every case that 
comes before him according to his “ lights ;” but he can know nothing 
of the inner workings and the little “ wheels” within ‘‘ wheels” that apply not 
alone to all mining affairs, but may circulate around his close and little Court. 
Most of his judicial light must, therefore, in particular cases be obtained from those 
around him interested, perhaps, in some way or another, And, as an example of 
his, my atention has been directed to a case reported in the West Briton of Friday 
morning. It appears that the Wheal Unity was wound-up in this court some years 
ago; its list of contributories was settled, a heavy call was made upon them, and 
all its debts discharged. The thing, it was supposed, was then at an end, lawyers’ fees 
andall, Not so, however; the end of the Stannaries Court—I beg pardon, the 
end of its mode of tormenting (so long as the Court exists)—cannot be calculated 
upon while there is a scrap to be obtained from its hoard of victims. The order to 
wind-up Unity was given in 1867, and it was finally closed more than a year ago. 

But among the contributories it appears there was one William Henry Bell, who 
had transferred to him, in 1863, °50 shares, 100 from Mr. Hunt, a member of the 
Stock Exchange, and 100 from tiie Messrs. Watson, the latter gentlemen being 
among the heaviest contributories to the winding-up. Now, this W. H. Bell not 
having paid his calls, the company forfeited his shares and all right, title, and in- 
terest in them in the year 1865; and after that date, had any discovery in the mine 
been made, Bell would have had no share ifi it. He had not been a shareholder, in 
fact, for two yerrs before the winding-up in the Stannaries Court. But now, nine 
years from the time he became a shareholder, and seven yeurs after he ceased to be 
one, it is found out by some of the ferrets of the Court of Stannaries, that Bell was 
under age at the time the shares were transferred to him; and it is, therefore, 
sought to make Messrs. Hunt and Watson liable, not only for the arrears of calls 
due at the time the shares were forfeited, in 1865, but for all other calls made by 
the company and by the Stannaries Court after he had ceased to be a shareholder. 

Now, Sir, let me be distinctly understood in tiiis one respect—If a man (Ido not 
care who he is) transfers his interest in a mine to a person under age, or a pauper, 
to get rid of his fair share of liability, he deserves whipping, even from such a Court 
as that of the Stannaries. But in the case now under discussion there was nothing 
of this kind done or attempted. The shares were sold in the ordinary way, both 
by Mr. Hunt and by the Messrs. Watson, to a highly respectable firm on the Stock 
Exchange, and the name of W. H. Bell was passed to them in the usual way, by 
ticket, on the settling-day. They had not, and could not have had, the slightest 
suspicion that Bell was under age; nor did the firm of stockbrokers who passed his 
naine, as I understand from my informant, know until now that their client had 
the transfer of the shares accepted by Ais son, of the same name and address, 

But, notwithstanding the explanation of all this to the gentleman who applies to 
the Vice-Warden, a rule has been obtained to make Messrs. Hunt and — pay.

8in,—It would appear from the letter of your correspondent in last week’s Jour- 
nal that the frequently repeated flourish of trumpets about the ‘completion of the 
railway,” the ‘ contracts tor the railway,” the “ eminent contractors,” the “ great 
City house,” have all been useful screens to conceal the real object, which would 
appear now to have been simply to enable 7000 shares to be quictly issued and 
placed upon the public, so as to put a profit of about 18,000/. into the pockets of 
some of the parties, and inflict a total loss of some 35,000/. upon the company. I 
say a loss, for I cannot learn from anyone what the money wasrequired for, or how 
it has been spent, and I have heard that the board has not now 5000/. at its disposal. 
What are we to think of such conduct? is the question in case the directors le- 
gally do such an act as to issue capital to such an extent without the authority of 
the shareholders. I have discussed the matter with several fellow-shareholders, 
and the general conclusion is that we can hold the directors personally liable for 
the whole loss. 

It would appear also, from the culpable negligence of the board, owing to 
the non-registration of the title, the whole question of the new company is now 
definitely postponed till next February or March. I think all who have been con- 
nected withthe Quebrada know that this means a virtual abandonment of the pro- 
ject, and Iam confirmed in this by the statement of one of the contractors to a 
friend of mine only yesterday, that there was no such a thing as a contract signed 
or even finally arranged. Under such cireumstances I think the sooner the share- 
holders join ina petition and get the unfortunate company wound-up the better, 
for the longer we delay the less will we have to wind-up. H. B.

Why, sir, ask nine out of ten of any of the men who deal in our shares in the 
Ssock Exchange about our property, and they will tell you the whole affair is a 
fiction, and the shares are not worth the paper they are written upon. This is a 
pretty state of affairs into which our valuable property has been brought by such 
manigement. And yet week after week we can get no intelligence; it is of no use 
going to the office, there is no one there who can tell you anything; and the board 
are either too indolent, or too frightened, to call us together and give us the infor- 
mation we require. There apears to be only one course open to us, and that is, 
call a ——— in spite of the board, and, perhaps, then we will get the truth 
which is new kept back.—Jristol, Nor, 18, x. Y

sinall party of speculators have bought up some 7000 or 8000 shares of the com any 
at low prices, and are doing their utmost, owing to the delay with the railway 
company, to keep them up at the old inflated prices. And the figure of one of 
these is to be seen at any hour of the day in and around the Stock Exchange, but- 
ton-holing everybody who will listen to his absurdly ridienlous stories of the ‘great 
premium that the shares must reach as soon as the railway is carried out. Of course, 
no one heeds him, and all laugh at him, knowing that’ he is simply a “ buyer for 
the rise,” and not at all an investor, aud that his sole object is to get the shares up, 
and then get out ata profit. : 
Well, yesterday the shareholders and the Stock Exchange were flooded with a 
circular, headed ‘ Bolivar Railway Company,” which is in reality a portion of the 
intended prospectus of that company, but which has been surreptitiously issued 
without the knowledge or consent of that company, and having attached to it an 
absurd statement of the profits and yield of the Quebrada Mine, and a recommenda- 
tion for everybody immediately to buy up the shares. The object of this paper is 
apparent, the statements so ridiculous, and the act of issuing anonymously a por- 
tion of a prospectus as yet unsettled, and, of course, is so flagitious that it’ cannot 
be too highly reprobated. 
The result is, however, likely to be that which has invariably followed the con- 
duct of irrepressible Quebrada shareholders, but in this case conveying a well- 
merited punishment, It appears that the parties connected with the Bolivar Com- 
pany are so disgusted with the act that they have intimated their intention to with- 
draw from the whole affair rather than allow their names to be used as a means 
for promoting such stock-rigging. 
I think we are really getting nearer the end of our unfortunate company now, 
and we have no one but ourselves to blame. We appear to have no manager, no 
directors, no one who takes the slightest care or protection of us,ever ‘thing is done 
haphazard or- not done at all, and every shareholder thinks he ean do better than 
directors and managers, and takes matters into hisown hands. I confess, although 
I never adhered to Mr. Hemming’s procedure, I would now like to see him slip 
in and act as dictator for a year, and get us out of the mess we are in, otherwise 
the sooner the ominous words of “ winding-up” are put forth the better, and the 
fact carried out.—London, Nor.

The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, Finsbury-circus, on Wednesday, 

Mr. HERBERT HEATH in the chair. 

Mr. Hf, G. DENNISS (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. The report of the directors (which has already appeared 
in the Journal) was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said he would in the first place make a few re- 
marks, bringing up the report to Sept. 30, from letters just received 
from Mr. Clemes, giving the latest dates. In the six months ending 
June there had been a considerable increase in the raisines of both 
classes of ore, an improvement in the docile ores crushed and amal- 
gamated there, and also in the quality and quantity of the concen- 
trated black ores, The three vessels estimated in the last report to 
have on board ores worth 1350/., had actually realised 1228/7, On the 
other hand, the ore on board the Knight Templar had realised 50/, 
more than the amount estimated at the last meeting, while the 
Dorothea, having arrived at Falmouth for orders, had gone on to 
Bremen, where there was a very good market for the ores, but its 
arrival there had not been announced, They had succeeded in pur- 
chasing a very fine schooner ; it was built in Jersey, and while onits 
way to Liverpool with a cargo of granite had encountered very heavy 
weather, but had behaved very well. She left Liverpool with a 
year’s stores for the mine on Nov. 9; in consequence of very severe 
weather she had to put back, but left again on Noy. 12, and was now 
well on her way. Sheonly drew 74 ft. of water when loaded, which 
was considered an admirable depth for their purpose. In the report 
the directors had referred to the continuance of political disturbances 
but they were now glad to be ableto say that they were at an end, and 
the port of Mazatlan, which had been shut, was again open to vessels, 
With this schooner they would be indedendent of the native coasters 
and, when not employed for the transit of ores, she could run down to 
San Francisco for such stores as were required. They fully expected 
the cost would come back to the company in the shape of freichts, 
Mr. Clemes, in his report, states that, since the receipt of the sales 
accounts, he fears he has estimated the net value of the ores rather 
too high, the sum of the charges up to the time of sale being more 
than he anticipated. This would be the subject of a separate com- 
munication, and he trusted the difference would not be found to se- 
riously affect the general result. When they compared the selling 
price with the assay value given by Mr. Clemes, they found that in 
nearly every instance he had been a little under the mark, although 
in the first two instances they were alittle over. The monthly pro- 
fits published during the six months ending June amounted to 74001, 
but on reference to the revenue account it would be seen it really 
amounted to 6086/., making a difference of 14002. It was not inthe 
value of the ores that this difference arose. Valuing the stock of ore 
at the mine and in transit was the only means by which the monthly 
profits could be estimated, in which were not included the expenses 
of freight, sampling, assaying commission, and sales, amounting 
altogether from 7/. to 10/. per ton. If that amount were deducted 
the sum of 6800/. would be left as the net revenue for the half-year, 
Under the nea of ™ ee M r. Clemes states that--— ‘

Although they might 
shortly consider the advisability of setting apart a portion of the realised profits 
towards the establishment of a reserved fund, yet, as the company had now been 
in existence some little time, the directors thought it only right to declare the pro 
posed dividend, which had been fairly earned, the more especially as they knew 
that in Mina Grande there were large deposits of black ore not yet touched, from 
which they hoped to declare large profits for many years to come; and remem- 
bering also that these black ores fad been unexpectedly found at a distance of 400 
feet from that mine. As to the directors’ remuneration, those residing in Liverpool 
had each 100/, per year, and those in London 130/.; those in Liverpool only came 
to London to attend the fall board meetings, and the travelling expenses dened, 
as provided by the Articles of Association, just covered their expenses out of pocket. 
As in Liverpool there were held nv less than 80,000 shares of the company, it was but 
right that such a large interest should be fully represented on the board. (Hear, 
hear.) Arrangements had been made to pay for the schooner and cargo in six 
months, the total cost being 3700/. ; the stores were sufficient to supply Mr. Clemes’ 
wants for 12 months, and, being supplied on his own indent, would obviate the 
necessity of his buying in San Francisco. 

The motion adopting the report and accounts was then put and carried unani- 
mously. A dividend was then declared at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum for 
the six months ending June, the sum of 1900/. being carried forward to the new 
revenue account, as against 2407/. last year. 

Mr. T. G. TAYLOR proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors for 
the satisfactory manner in which they continue to conduct the company’s affairs, 
which, being duly seconded, was put and carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN, having appropriately acknowledged the vote, stated that no 
effort would be spared to ensure the permanent prosperity of the enterprise. 

The proceedings then terminated. 


IMPERIAL BRAZILIAN COLLIERIES COMPANY, 


The first annual meeting of shareholders was held yesterday (Fri- 
day) at the Cannon-street Hotel,— 
Mr. E. B. WiLtyams, M.P., in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said:—At this the first general meeting of the 
shareholders it may be desirable for me to commence my observa- 
tions by a brief survey of the position of the company. On August 3, 
1871, the company was incorporated. On the 17th of the same 
month the allotment of shares took place. On Oct. 13 a circular 
was issued to the shareholders, stating that Mr. Johnson, the mana- 
ger of the collieries, would sail on that day for Brazil, and that the 
company had made satisfactory arrangements with Messrs. John 
Bramley Moore and Co., of Liverpool and Rio Janeiro, to act for 
the company, and that it was confidently hoped that the royalty 
imposed by the Government would be remitted—a hope which I am happy to say 
has since been revised, and that the railway would be constructed at cost price by 
Mr. Johnson. This statement has already been carried out, and I may mention 
that the prices at which all the ironwork was purchased show a saving to the share- 
holders of from 25 to 40 per cent. In that circular it was also announced that the 
permanent way was ordered and would shortly be shipped, so that the requisite 
further plant for the collieries would shortly be completed. In the month of 
November 55 men left for Brazil, with an efficient st uff, and all arrived there in 
safety, and have since been busily occupied in executing the permanent works of 
the tramway and for the development of the collieries. All the permanent way, 
rolling stock, machinery, &c., hus been shipped, and the arrival of most of it in 
good condition has already been announced. The works of the landing stage and 
railway and at the collieries are in an advanced state, and will shortly be com- 
pleted, The directors have instructed their manager not to take off his men from 
these permanent works until they are fully completed, hence the sales at the colli- 
eries have been up to the present time only nominal, though the demand for coal 
has been very considerable. The manager, however, communicates to the board 
that overtures have been made to him by the Government authorities and others to 
enter into contracts with them for the supply of coal. The directors, however, 
consider that it would be imprident for them to commit themselves to long con- 
tracts before they are enabled to judge at what price it would be advisable for them 
to put the coal upon the markets of Brazil, and believing that immediately upon 
the opening of the railway there will be a demand in excess of the power of the 
manager to snpply, and when such demand exists it will then be for the directors 
to instruct their manager as to the prices he should charge for the coal—having 
regard to the competition of;English' coal in the same markets. Owing to the cir- 
cumstance that the coal which will, for a short time at first, be sent to the market 
will probably not be of so good a quality as the English coal now being sold, in 
consequence of its being taken from the superficial beds, the directors have pro- 
posed to themselves the policy in developing this undertaking of abstaining from 
going into the market with their coal until they are able to keep up a regular sup- 
ply reasonably proportionate to the demand, and to abstain from entering into 
contracts for the supply of coal, in order that they may be enabled to take advan- 
tage of any special circumstances which may arise, and which may influence the 
price of the coal either one way or another, at the outset of the company's existence. 
The margin which the directors have between the prices at which the company can 
supply the coal and that at which the English coal is sold is very considerable; and 
though the directors will be desirous of taking advantage of this margin for the 
benetit of the shareholders, they must to a great extent at the outset be influenced 
by speeial circumstances, and leave certain discretionary [powers to the manager 
as to the prices to be charged. The estimated coast of raising coal is 4s. a ton at 
the pit’s mouth and 6s. a ton at the company’station on the river Jachny. The 
price at which the manager recommends the sale is 20s. to 25s. per ton, and he ad- 
vises the directors that there will be a brisk demand for the coal at that price. 
Shareholders will be able themselves to see what a handsome profit this would 
realise on the contemplated output when the colliery is in full operation of 300 tons 
aday. To resume the narrative of the operations of the company since its forma- 
tion. On Noy. 30 of last year the monthly statutory meeting of the shareholders 
was held, At that meeting [remember Mr. Graeme, one of the shareholders of 
the company, remarked that when he got the prospectus he was sanguine as to the 
prospects of the company, and regretted that the shares had not been better taken 
up; and asked whether the Brazilian Government had redeemed their pledge to 
take 2000 shares in the company, and would be likely to be influenced by the fact 
that 8000 out of the 13,000 had been allotted. Upon these two points I am now inla 
position to state—1. That all the shares in the company are allotted—less 500 shares 
which have been sent out to the manager to be placed in Brazil.—2. That the Pro- 
vincial Government have not only ratified their promise to take 2000 shares in the 
company, but have already paid up four-tenths of the total amount due upon those 
shares, Furthermore, the President of the province visited the collieries himself. 
When last the directors met the feeling was generally entertained that, subject to 
all the shares in the company being subscribed and to the subscription of the Pro- 
vincial Government being paid up, you were in possession of a valuable under- 
taking, and one which was likely to yield valuable and profitable results. The 
steps which the directors have taken during the past year fully verify these views, 
and although the completion of the railway has been to some extent delayed be- 
yond the time anticipated in consequence of the difficulty of obtaining freights for 
the materials, these materials have all now been sent, and the works are on the 
point of being completed. The shareholders will recollect the’extracts from the ma- 
nager’s letters which the directors caused to be embodied in their circular of Sept. 3. 
Referring to the ee of the directors submitted to you to day, my colleagues 
agree with mo in thinking that it would be only right to recognise the services of 
Mr. Johnson, who has most energetically throughout the past year superintended 
the various works of the yoy! in Brazil. With regard to the various legal and 
other details which have been already carried into effect, you will bear in mind 
that there was a very great deal to do in order to put the company in possession of 
a sound and established company in Brazil. The company had'to be recognised 
by Imperial Decree, the land in the concession had to be transferred, the lands for 
the railway had to be acquired, and satisfactory relations had to be established 
with the Governor of the province. All these points have been duiy attended to, 
and are now satisfactorily accomplished, and but little now remains before it may 
be hoped that the expectations of the shareholders will be realised, and the col- 
lieries (so soon as the railway is completed) be producing for the various markets 
of Brazil a large output of coal, to compete with the English coal, and sold at very 
remunerative prices. There are a few points I should like to call your special at- 
tention to, in conclusion. First, that the ironwork, which constitutes so consi- 
derable a proportion of the estimates, was purchased before the rise in prices took 
lace; second, that Mr. Johnson’s estimates for the completion of the works 
ave been considerably exceeded ; third, that all the shares of the company have 
been taken up, except 500 shares reserved for allotment in Brazil: ienth that 
the Provincial Government have paid up 4-l0ths (and it is belleved more by 
this time) of their subscription of 10,000/.; fifth, that the royalty upon the conees- 
sion has been remitted ; sixth, that the application by one Mr. Muezela for a con- 
cession which in some degree would clash with that ‘acquired by this comany has 
been defeated, and the company are about to make selections, in accordance with 
the concession, of other spots in the province to work in connection with the pre 
sent collieries. All these points show that the directors have been actively en ned 
througoout the year in furthering your interests, and that their efforts ave teem 
attended with all the success which could reasonably be expected to attend their 
operations up to the present time. The balance-sheet has been duly circulated and

the Articles of Association. 

Some objection was taken to the accounts, on the ground that they were not 
given sufficiently in detail to enable the shareholders to fully understand the posi- 
tion of the company; and one gentleman moved, as an amendment to the report, 
that a committee be appointed to investigate the accounts. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to some remarks, said there could not possibly be any 
objection to half-yearly meetings if the shareholders wished to meet every six 
months. Since the report was made up the Brazilian Government had paid a fur- 
ther sum to the company, and the vendors also had increased their holdings in 
the company. 

Another GeNTLEMAN suggested that the meeting should be adjourned for a fort- 
night, and in the meantime |.iny shareholder who wished for furthér explanations 
should go to the office, and see the accounts for himself, and ask for explanations 
on any items with respect to which he was not fully satisfied. 

The Soticrror explained that if there were to be half-yearly meetings a special 
meeting must shortly be held to authorise the directors to call such half-yearly 
meeting, and at that meeting the directors would be able to lay fuller accounts 
before the shareholders. 

Eventually the amendment was withdrawn, and after some discussion, and vari- 
ous suggestions from different shareholders, anofher amendment{was proposed, 
that the accounts be not received, which was put and lost. 

Eventually, in compliance with the wishes of the majority of the shareholders, 
the CHAIRMAN announced that it being necessary to call a special meeting to alter 
the Articles of Association, he should declare that the present meeting stand ad- 
journed until the day fixed for such special meeting—Monday, Dee. 16. 

A vote of thanks was then passed to Mr. Johnson, the manager at the collieries ; 
and a similar vote having been passed to the Chairman, the meeting adjourned. 








THE FRONTINO AND BOLIVIA (SOUTH AMERICAN) 
GOLD MINING COMPANY. 


A special general meeting of shareholders was held yesterday at 
the offices of the company, New Broad-street (Mr. Foakss in the 
chair), for the purpose of authorising an increase of the capital of 
the company by the issue of 5000 or such other number of shares of 
the company as might be agreed on, and for other business, 

The CHAIRMAN said that at the last meeting he explained fully 
what was the state of the company. He then stated it was indis- 
pensable, if this company was to be conducted at all on good com- 
mercial principles, that they should have sufficient money placed 
at their disposal to pay their debts, He also explained very fully 
what the position of the company was as regarded its debt, and also 
its future prospects. He thought, seeing what they had heard from 
the agents of the bankers in Medellin during the past two months, 
it was incontestable that the mines were profitable but if properly 
worked; not that they would pay a dividend of 50 per cent., but 
he anticipated that, if supplied with fands, they would soon begin 
to pay 5, 6, or 10 per cent., and, perhaps, a little more. Of course, 
that was nothing like the brilliant prospect held out when they 
joined the company; but he should be pleased if the company were 
to pay 10 per cent., as he believed it would by a little more expen- 
diture; and he would ask the shareholders to remember that they 
would be able to increase the profits without increasing the expenses. 
The circular sent some time since to the shareholders, pointing out the negessity 
for additional debentures, he was sorry to say was not well responded to, and did 
not produce more than 250/. of subscriptions. His colleagues and himself felt it 
was necessary to have something done, and after some considerable discussion it 
was agreed to propose the issue of 5000 additional shares, which should be offered 
to persons who might subscribe for the balance of the debentures in the proportion 
of one share fully paid-up to every 2/. debenture. No doubt that seemed a large 
sum to give, but he did not see what else could be done. Looking at the money 
which the company now owned, the directors could not deal fairly and properly 
inthe property until the money was paid. It was also necessary to make some 
little expenditure at the Frontino Mine. The shareholders had seen the report of 
the last month, and he thought they must be satistied that there was a good pro 
spect before the company. In the report it was stated that the Grupero lode, 


| which they had been searching for some time, had been found at a point where it 


seemed likely to be profitable ; and the agent stated that if they spent $6500 at 
the rate of $1615 per month, for four months, they would have the Frontino Mine 
paying a good profit. Inthe Frontino Mine the two lodes, the Carwen and the 
Grupero, ran almost parallel. The Carwen lode was good at points, and then gave 
out, and then became good again and ran out again; and the only way to work 
the lode effectually was to drive the headings well ahead, so that when they came 
to a poor part of the mine they would not be obliged to stop the workings. Two 
years and a-half ago they were making as much as 460/, a month from the Fron- 
tino Mine. At that time they were spending a good deal of money on the Bolivia 
Mine, and expecting to make profits. That phase of affairs was now altered. For 
some months they had been making fair profits, which came entirely out of the 
Bolivia Mine; and the bankers stated that they had only to continue in the same 
moderate way of conducting the mine to make it still more remunerative. As re- 
garded the Frontino Mine, it seemed a pity not to work the Grupero lode. The 
bankers at Medellin had been very kind to the company, and had promised to 
send someone to look at the Grupero lode. The greatest care and precaution were 
being exercised, both in this country and abroad, to make the mine successful, and 
everything was being done to bring the Grupero Mine to a profitable state. Some 
of the shareholders were rather disappointed that there was a loss last month, but 
the report fully explained the cause of that. He might mention that himself and 
his colleagues hed been, for some time past, undera personal liability for payments 
of about 500/., which they were “~~ to take upon themselves, or, possibly, the 
mines would have been wound up. The company owed the bankers at Medellin 
2500/. which they advanced at 8 per cent., and agreed to take it out of profits made 
at the mine. Now, in the new issue of shares the directors offered 12% per cent., 
and, surely, if the bankers abroad were content to advance the money at 8 per 
cent., the shareholders here must see it was to their interest to find the money at 
12% percent. He believed thut if the directors got the money now proposed to 
be raised, they would be able to put the company intoa very prosperous condition. 
He might mention that the company owed 4150/. besides what was due to the 
bankers. He strongly urged the shareholders to come forward and protect their 
property, which, there was no doubt, was a very valuable one, and if worked with 
sufficient capital would make good returns to the shareholders. 

Mr. Rovucu, in answer to questions, siid the Frontino Mine ceased to be profit- 
able simply because it ceased to be worked, and because the headings in it were 
not driven, simply for want of material. Ifthe Frontino Mine had been continued 
he believed it would have furnished considerable profits. He also advised the 
shareholders to find the money, and save what was really a valuable property. 

A somewhat lengthened discussion ensued, which may be summed up in a few 
words. One or two of the shareholders suggested whether it would not be possible 
to reconstruct the company, but the Chairman pointed out that there were diffi- 
culties in the way. Other shareholders objected to the proposed plan, on the 
ground that it did not bind all the shareholders to take their pro rata proportion 
of shares, but it was suggested that this difficulty might be obviated by stipulating 
that no portion of the shares should be issued unless a certain proportion was ap- 
plied for. This suggestion seemed to meet with general approval, and eventually 
a resolution was passed authorising the directors to increase the capital by the issue 
of 5000 shares of 2/. each. 

The following resolution was also passed :—‘‘ That in the event of the resolution 
authorising the issue of the additional 5000 shares being confirmed by a special 
general meeting of the company no such issue of shares shall take place unless at 
least 4000/. of debentures remaining unissued shall be subscribed for.” 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors closed the proceedings. 





New PemBroxkr.— Ata general meeting, held at the mine, Nov. 12 
(the Rev. Dr. Treffry in the chair), the accounts for four months, ending August, 
showed a credit balance of 155/. 9s. 10d. Captains Francis and John Puckey say—

CoaL-CuTTING MACHINERY.—Mr. F, Hurp, of the Albion Foundry, 
Wakefield, and Mr. 8. Frrrn, of Leeds, have patented some improvements in ma- 
chinery for excavating coal and other minerals, and in the permanent way for the 
rails. ‘The invention consists, first, in connecting the cutters to an endless chain, 
which passes over a small toothed dise connected to the cylinder of a compressed 
air engine or other motive power, and around a large disc toothed wheel supported 
ina radical arm; also in apparatus for moving the machine to and fro along the 
pit; also in an improved machine for grooving or under-cutting coal or other 
mineral by means of two picks actuated by a compressed air cylinder or otherwise. 
The improvement in the permanent way for the rails of excavating machines con- 
sists of a combined chuir and sleeper, which are held apart by tie rods, 








Iron TrRADE.—It is reported from Australia that the working of 
Tasmanian ores is attracting the attention of Melbourne capitalists. A very large 
deposit of brown hematite ore has been discovered near Launceston. The ore is 
said to contain 75 per cent. of iron, 

Lining RoTARY PUDDLING-FURNACES.—Mr. S. DANKS, of Cincin- 
nati, has patented an improved method of lining rotary puddling-furnaces. The 
material of which the improved furnace lining is made is a compound of lime and 
oxide, or silicate of iron, or other metallic oxides, to which is sometimes added soda, 
or potash, or other alkalies, or common salt, or a quantity of all of these substances. 
This compound is made of the consistency of stiff mortar. The revolving cylinder 
and other parts of the furnace are first lined or coated inside with this compound, 
and the same is allowed todry. Then the iron ore, oxide, or other suitable material, 
is introduced and melted in the saidcylinder and allowed to cool, forming a vitreous 
coating. Then afresh quantity of ore or oxide is introduced, and while melted 
pieces or lumps of iron ore or other material are thrown into it, the molten mass 
cools and sets these pieces with their ends projecting above the same, When this 
is done the furnace is ready for puddling. 


CONVERTING Cast-IRON INTO STEEL OR WRovuGHT-IRON.—Mr. 
R. Etspon, of Brockham, Surrey, engineer, has patented some improvements in 
the conversion of cast-iron into steel or wrought-iron, and in the apparatus em a 
therein. The invention consists—1. In applying salts, such as the nitrates or chlo 
rates of soda or potash, to the upper surface of molten cast-iron instead of the 
lower, to effect the conversion.—2. In a peculiar apparatus for carrying out that 
process. A syphon-shaped converter is used, over one branch of which, when the 
charge of cast iron is poured in, a vessel containing a measured quantity of the salt 
is quickly placed and secured. The resulting gas operating downwards, and pass 
ing through the metal, effects the desired chemical changes. The converter is 
mounted on an axis, and may be turned down thereon, to be heated by a heating 
furnace adapted for that purpose, or to pour the converted metal therefrom. 

Mr. J. HenpErson, of New York, has also patented some improvements in con- 
verting cast-iron into steel and wrought-iron, and purifying cast-iron for foundry 
and other purposes. The feature of novelty which constitutes this invention is the 
employment of fluor-spar, artificial fluoride of calcium, fluosilicate of lime, and 
cryolite in combination with silica or silicate of alumina, carbonates of iron, car- 
bonate of lime, and other carbonates; also with sulphates, and with titaniferous 
iron ores, or oxides of titanium, oxides of manganese, chrome iron ores, or wolfram, 
for the purpose of converting cast-iron into steel or wrought-iron, or purifying it 
for foundry and other purposes.

RemMarks.—The past week has been more than ordinarily un- 
eventful in the metal market, nothing of any interest having trans- 
pired. Very few transactions have been reported, and variation in 
prices has been trifling; but what change there is to report is ge- 
nerally of a downward tendency. Sellers are prepared to make mo- 
derate concessions in order to obtain business, but such inducements 
as are offered do not suffice to bring buyers into the market, who cannot be pre- 
vailed upon to purchase more than is barely suflicient to meet immediate require- 
ments. Viewing the present and prospective condition of the money market, as 
well as other considerations, it seems more than probable that no very important 
change will be chronicled until after the turn of the year. Prices have already ex- 
perienced such a fall that any great further drop is hardly to be looked for, and 
there is no prospect from any quarter of such a resuscitation in business as is 
likely to result in any great demand setting in at present. In some departments 
of trade the falling off in demand is such that the high wages which have ruled 
during the busy months of the year cannot now be upheld, and doubtless the 
men, as well as the masters, will perceive the necessity of a re-adjustment of this 
question, so as to enable employers to take orders at such a reduction in price as 
shall prove an inducement to buyers to come once more into the market. Thurs- 
day last was looked for in the hope that the returns would have been sufficiently 
encouraging to permit of a reduction in the Bank rate; this, however, was not the 
case, but when it was known that the rate of discount remained unchanged the 
depression which had previously ruled was to some extent alleviated. 

CoprpER.—The market continued flat during the early part of the 
week, and the total quantity reported to have been sold has been un- 
usually small. On Monday there was no business announced, but the 
prices for Chili bars were quoted, sellers, 82/. to 83/. The next day 
25 tons only, g.o.b., were said to have changed hands at 81/., but the 
current quotation was still maintained at 82/. 10s, A small quan- 
tity of Wallarroo was done at 88/. cash. The business of Wednesday was on a some- 
what larger scale, and at a better price, 100 tons at 8/. 15s. having been reported. 
The price on Thursday advanced nearly 1/., at which about 75 tons were sold, and 
Japan copper at 87/. Since then the market has become very quiet. Sellers are 
quoting 83/. but buyers stand aloof; the quantity offering at these prices is very 
limited. ‘ 

Iron.—The dulness of the Staffordshire market, which continues 
without any intermission, has exercised a prejudicial effect upon that 
}of the North of England. It is true that the character of the iron 
| produced in the two districts is diverse one from the other, that there 
| is an existing requirement for railway iron and other descriptions 

which form the staple of the works in the North of England and in 
| South Wales, and thnt there is but very small demand for the finer production of 
| South Staffordshire; yet buyers of the former are tempted to hold back, and de- 
cline putting out their orders, because of the declining markets in Staffordshire. 
The event seems to justify the course which is being adopted, for the tendency of 
the Middlesborough markets is to easier prices in some quarters, while in others a 
good deal of firmness is exhibited, resulting not so much from any influx of fresh 
business, which it is known is heed in abeyance in anticipation of lower prices, but 
from the fact that existing contracts are not yet worked off, and some makers have 
enough orders on their books to keep them fairly employed until spring orders 
come forward. The requirements of the rail market, especially on foreign account, 
are thought to be such that buyers must ere long give out their orders, and that 
thus the downward tendency will be arrested. The plate trade for shipbuilding 
purposes has improved. Should the proposed new dock’ be built, at an outlay of 
250,000/., a great impetus will be given to the Middlesborough iron trade. Rails 
are quoted 11/, to 11/. 5s. ; bars, 11/, 10s.; plates, 11/. 15s.; angle iron, 12/. Consi- 
derable margin exlsts in quotations for North Country pig-iron. Parcels of No. 3, 
in second hands, are to be bought from 100s. to 105s., while makers’ quotations are 
from 107s, to 110s. A difference of 5s. to 10s. is observable in quotations from 
similar sourses for forward delivery, makers asking 100s., while general sellers 
quote down to 90s. 

The stormy weather which has prevailed of late has prevented shipments going 
forward as rapidly as would otherwise have been the case. Nevertheless, consider- 
able clearances have been made to the Continent—chiefly toGermany. The re- 
ports from South Wales state that the works are very fairly employed, owing to 
the breadth of orders already on hand, and not yet cxenatel There is a general 
complaint that fresh orders are not coming in; but it is believed that this is ac- 
counted for not from any falilng off in requirement, but that the demand which 
would naturally come forward is held back for atime in the hope that lower prices 
may after awhile be accepted. A reduction of wages is talked of, and seems not 
improbable; this may enable manufacturers to meet the limits at which buyery are 
prepared to place their contracts. The Glasgow market continues very inanimate 
and prices are drooping. Business in warrants has been done down to 88s. cash, 
and buyers are offering 87s, 6d ° 
Transactions in makers’ iron are not numerous, and lower prices have been ac- 
cepted, G.m.b., at Glasgow, deliverable alongside—No. 1, 100s.; No. 3, 90s.

THE COPPER TRADE, 


Never before have we been so elaborately supplied with statistics 
of Copper. Certain metal brokers indeed seemed to vie with one 
another in setting before the public long arrays of figures to prove 
that the value of copper will rise or fall, as the case may be. When 
the market was inflated by an excessive speculation, tabular state- 
ments were issued to prove that the value must fall, on the grounds 
that the high price had checked, if not annihilated, all trade, whilst 
it had stimulated production ‘to an excessive degree. Of late the 
tone of the circulars has somewhat altered,and we are told that the 

yresent price is sufficiently moderate to be maintained, if only that 
sonal “speculation” were dead. Unfortunately, however, one of 
the last circulars issued gives sundry figures which, if of any value, 
show the utter absurdity of supposing that there is a necessary re- 
lation between the actual stocks and the value of copper. We extract 
the following :—

Showing a diminution in price of only 1/. per ton, with an increase 
in stocks of 6000 tons. 

Now, whether the high price of copper has really killed any par- 
ticular trade we cannot tell, but we very much doubt it, alth ough 
everyone will admit that it has checked for a time our exports ra- 
ther because consumers generally have preferred to reduce and draw 
on their stocks, in doubt as to whether the highest rates would be 
maintained, than from any curtailing of real requirements, which 
for such an article as copper remain pretty constant irrespective of 
value. The statement that the high price had so stimulated pro- 
duction that we were to be at once flooded with copper was so ab- 
surd that few could have been misled by it. Those of our readers 
who have even the most superficial knowledge of mining would 
know that it takes many months, and often years, to open out any 
large mine, and that it is a most difficult task toincrease in any great 
degree the yield of those already in work. Take, for example, the 
tin mines of Cornwall, which despite all the advantages of their 
position, command of labour, &c., are unable to avail of the present 
remunerative prices of tin by a greatly increased out-turn. To prove, 
indeed, that the high price of copper ruling during the early part 
of this year has even up to the present time so stimulated produc- 
tion as to have produced any material increase in the « uantity of 
copper brought to market will be a most difficult task; in fact, the 
statistics from Chili tend to show that the opposite has been the 
effect up to the present time. There is scarcely any doubt the 
immediate result of the high price was to draw to England all the 
available copper from Chili, Australia, Japan, and India, the total 
of which was so considerable that the speculators, to whom the 
greater part of the rise was due, found it more than they could 

manage, hence the great fall from the highest point attained. But 

if this stock had not been available for attraction under the influence 
of the high price, it is most doubtful from a miner's point of view 
how long the high price might have been maintained before the in- 
creased out-turn of copper would have been sufficient, per se, to 
reduce the price. The very misleading character of stoc 8, taken 
by themselves, is peculiarly shown in a comparison of the price and 
stock on Nov. 1 with those on Jan. 1:—

Enough we hope has been already said to show how untrustworthy 
are conclusions drawn from these tabular statements of stocks, and 
how unwise it is to speak at all unless with more accurate know- 
ledge of the subject. Copper is, indeed, one of the most difficult 
metals to predict the value of at any giventime, First, it is pro- 









duced in large quantities in many and distant countries; and, se- 
condly, we are almost entirely ignorant of its real cost of produc- 
tion in any one of them. It is mined in Canada, the United States, 
California, Mexico, Brazil, Bolivia, Peru, Chili, Southern Africa, 
Australia, Japan, &c., not omitting its many sources on the conti- 
nent of Europe. Now, if in all these countries the conditions of 
working the nrines were the same, as well as the percentage of ore 
constant, it might be possible to give some rough idea of the pro- 
duction at any given selling value; but as we know that the cha- 
racter of the ore, and the cost of working, varies with almost every 
mine in every one of the countries named, the herculean nature of 
the task becomes at once apparent. In estimating our supplies of 
copper the mistake has been too general to consider only that which 
is coming from the West Coast of South America, but we hope the 
list of copper-producing countries given above will show the folly 
of such a limited view. No doubt the mines of Chili have been, and 
still are, the most important in the world, but their yield is not any 
criterion of what can be accomplished elsewhere. 
lived many years in Chili stated that most of the mines now in work 
there would pay handsome profits whilst ore remained at anything 
over 14s, per unit. 

Certain it is that the Cape copper mines can be worked at amuch 
lower figure than that named. Whilst the Australian mines yielded 
large fortunes to their owners even when copper was at its worst 

rice. We must repeat, however, that whatever the price may be 
it is practically impossible for any one of these countries to send 
us, except after a considerable lapse of time, any greatly increased 
quantities of metal. 
time past the Australian miners haye been extending their opera- 
tions. But as to Chili, we are informed by South American houses 
that the yield is not on the increase, although we do not believe 
that there will be found even there any such falling off in the pro- 
duction as we were told some time ago we might fairly anticipate. 

There is, in conclusion, one point of view of great interest in the 
resent stocks of copper accompanied with those at the same time 
fast year—that they are almost identical despite the enormous and 
unusual imports of the last nine months, proving, we think, above 
all dispute that the consumption has been unparalleled. And, fur- 
ther, it is worthy of note that the channels of consumption have 
entirely changed during the last few years. For whilst it was for- 
merly held that unless India and China took a certain quantity of 
manufactured copper and yellow metal there was no possibility of 
an advance in the prices; we now see that there can be almost a 
scarcity of copper whilst the Eastern markets decline to take even 
their average quantities. This is the most hopeful feature in the 
future, since the chief uses to which copper is now applied are the 
furthering of all that tends to civilise the human race, and to bring 
all lands into close connection one with another. To suppose then, 
that there will be an immediate cessation in the demand for copper 
is to suppose that men will in future be content to remain as they 
are, a view that no sane person will for a moment attempt to main- 
tain. We look, indeed, with the utmost confidence to a steady in- 
crease in the demand for copper. 








THE PIT CALAMITY AT PELSALL. 


Few of our readers in this country have not been kept familiar 
in the past week with the circumstances attending the unhappy 
inundation of the Pelsall Hall Colliery, in South Staffordshire, briefly 
recorded in the Mining Journal of last week. This accident, coming 
after the inundation at the Nine Locks Pit of the Earl of Dudley, at 
Brierley Hill, inspired with the hope, if not with confidence, the 
mining engineers whose mines we gave last week, and whose plans 
partly endorsed and taken up by the Government Inspector of the 
district as soon as he could arrive at the place from London, to 
which business had called him. Mr. BAKER showed the same anxiety 
on behalf of the immured colliers at Pelsall as he had displayed 
at the Nine Locks Pit, with the same readiness as, alike there and 
subsequently at the lamentable fire at the Black Lake Colliery, in 
the same county of Staffordshire, we remember he evinced to take a 
foremost part ia the necessary work that implied any risk, Alas! 
that the Pelsall accident should have been attended by no better 
result in respect of the saving of the 22 colliers than accompanied 
the zealous measures to rescue the poor fellows who were overcome 
by the fire in the West Bromwich pit, already mentioned, It isonly 
too certain that long before all reasonable expectation of rescuing 
the men at Pelsall was given up by the noble band of colliery engi- 
neers and working men the poor colliers must have ceased to exist. 

The lessees of the pit were not wealthy men; this will have been 
inferred from the fact that the father of one of the partners is him- 
self one of the miners who are lost. The Messrs. MORGANS’ circum- 
stances, however, made the colliery engineers, who flocked to their 
assistance, only the more ready to renderaid. Mining engineers were 
there who lived long distancesaway. Messrs. NEss, CHECKLEY, and 
other mining engineers, who have displayed so much devotion in the 
work, live and are engaged in the locality. More persistent heroism 
than has been displayed by mining engineers and colliery operatives 
throughout this accident it is difficult to imagine. The very excel- 
lent work done by one of FowLeEr’s traction-engines in facilitating 
the pumping is a further evidence of the great value of such appa- 
ratus wherever steam-power is required at a short notice. Two of 
these engines were sent to Pelsall directly it was known that they 
were wanted—one of them from the colliery of Messrs ADDENBROOKE, 
at Darlaston. And let it be mentioned that in order to its arriving 
with all possible promptitude the shedding in which it was usually 
kept was quickly torn down by those who had charge of it. It is 
greatly to be lamented that after so much well-directed effort aud 
costly devotion success has not been attained. What, however, has 
been done at Pelsali in the past week will have made everyone con- 
nected with mining operations feel that their order has been yetagain 
ennobled; and the public will have had a further cause for gratitude 
in the cause of humanity. 

Having said so much as to the immediate circumstances attending 
the efforts to extricate the colliers, thus discharging a duty which 
we owe to the gentlemen of whom we have been writing, let us ad- 
vert briefly to another phase of the matter, which it is equally our 
duty not tooverlook. The enormous quantity of water, that cease- 
less pumping for more that five days and nights, sometimes at the 
rate of over 70,000 gallons an hour, brought up, is conclusive as to 
the vast accumulation of hidden water near to this colliery ; and the 
great quantity of deadly gas that came with it was only too con- 
firmatory of the supposition that the collier who was working at 
the precise point at which the water must have entered must have 
weakened to a dangerous extent the barrier that existed between the 
modern workings and the old. Whether or not he, and those who 
einployed him, knew of the so near existence of the enemy is quite 
another matter. Into that we donot nowenter. The question will 
be sufficiently ventilated before'the Coroner; and we shall have plenty 
of opportunity of referring to it by-and-bye. But it is gratifying

COAL MINES REGULATION ACT, 1872. 
WHO IS “ MANAGER ?” 


As the time approaches when the new Act will come unto force 
those who will be affected by it naturally give it increased attention, 
and probably no portion gives rise to more numerous enquiries than’ 
that relating to the granting of certificates to managers. Those en. 
titled to certificates of service are, of course, anxious to secure thei 
and those who believe they have a chance of obtaining the Position 
by passing the requisite examination are equally anxious to know 
the precise nature of the examination they will have to submit to, 
The leading questions as to who is the manager of a colliery within 
the meaning of the Act, and as to the duties and responsibilities of 
the manager, have been very ably answered by Mr. J. Wiiunn 
HALL in his communications published in the Mining Journal. In 
the first place it seems evident that no man can incur any liability 
without his knowledge and consent, since section 26 provides that 
the owner of the colliery must send written notice of the name and 
address of the manager to the Inspector for the district, and since 
the owner would have to ascertain whether the person he proposed 
to nominate was “registered as the holder of a certificate under 
this Act ;” he could scarcely do this without the nominee’s knowledge, 

And when the nomination is made the manager is equally safe, for

circumstances. When the Act of Parliament hasbeen obtained, that by 
Dec. 7 will have been carefully drafted, a mine owner in such a posi- 
tion will be able to invoke the aid of the Commission that will ob- 
tain an existence by the terms of the Act to assess the rate at 
which the neighbouring colliery owner should be assessed for the 
benefit he receives from the pumping of his neighbour. Messrs. 
MORGAN may not have had a right to claim such help; still, when 
others shall be-able to claim it the liability of Staffordshire to such 
ealamities will be greatly reduced. We know of colliery proprietors 
in that part of the kingdom who have long been pumping their own 
and their neighbours’ property at their own cost, whose pumping 
means are now by the late heavy rains overcome, and who at this 
moment are fearing that they shall have to abandon their property, 
because they cannot prevail upon their neighbours to aid in the work 
in which they too are greatly interested. Similar reasons threaten 
the continuance of splendid pumping operations in another part of 
the county. This ought not so to be, and soon must be remedied. 





mine; and it would be out of the power of even the owner to inter. 
fere with him in the management, except by removing him,and ap- 
pointing another in hisstead. Indeed, the manager is, perhaps, more 
responsible to the Secretary of State than to the owner of the colliery 
for the safety of the pit, for whilst the owner can merely discharge 
him for not carrying out his views, the Secretary of State can deprive 
him of the power to procure employment elsewhere if, by attending 
to improper instructions from the owner, he has jeopardised the 
safety of the pit. To the manager, then, it can matter nothing whe- 
ther or not there be an agent between him and the owner. With 
regard to the certificates, the manager will have done his part to- 
wards complying with the Act if, being entitled to a certificate of 
service, he have applied fur such certificate, and if, intending to rely 
upon a certificate of competency, he have prepared himself to pass 
the examination when called upon to do so; for it is expressly pro- 
vided that until examinations have been arranged a manager for- 
mally nominated by the owner may hold office until an opportunity 
of obtaining a certificate is afforded him. And, further, a mine em- 
ploying less than 30 persons, or turning out less than 25 tons daily, 
can be worked without a manager, unless the appointment of one is 
specially required by the Inspector of the district. 

With regard to mines which are too large to be placed under the 
control of one manager, Mr. HALL suggests the division of the mine 
into districts, and the appointment of a manager for each district, 
This would, no doubt, comply with the Act, but there are compara- 
tively few collieries wherein more than one manager would be ne- 
cessary. It seems to be the intention of the Act that each colliery 
should have the benefit of a salaried official, with full control of the 
workings, so that in the event of accident there shall be no doubt as 
to the person who is legally responsible; but there appears to have 
been no wish to bring about changes in the systems of working car- 
ried on in the several districts, or in any way needlessly to interfere 
with the general arrangements of the collieries, provided only they 
be carried on in such a manner as to secure the greatest attainable 
safety. The Inspectors at present in office are all well known to the 
managers of the pits under their inspection, and sufficient confidence 
is placed in them to ensure their views as to the interpretation of 
the Act being in most cases adopted; so that it may be anticipated 
that no serious difficulties will arise, and that the new Act will 
speedily be made to operate for the advantage of all concerned. 








ENGLISH COAL IN FRANCE. 


It is not a little singular that France, which has affected to chafe 
a good deal at the coal “ tribute” which she has to pay to Great Britain, 
has in 1872 come to us for larger quantities of our coal than in 
most former years. Although two more months—November and De- 
cember—have to be taken into account as regards this year’s figures, 
official returns show that we have already sent the French 1,836,806 
tons of coal in 1872. In the whole of 1862 the corresponding ex- 
ports were only 1,306,255 tons. It seems not at all too much to 
assume that our coal exports to France in November and December 
will foot up to (say) 314,000 tons. If this total should be attained, 
the entire shipments for 1872 of English coal to France would not 
be less than 2,150,000 tons. If we compare this estimate with the 
actual exports for 1862, this year will thus probably show an ad- 
vance over 1862 of no less an amount than 844,000 tons. In 1852 
the exports were 652,390 tons, so that between 1852 and 1862 the pro- 
gress made by the shipments was in round figures 654,000 tons. It 
was one of the avowed objects of the Napoleonic regime to stimu- 
late the coal production of France, and to make her less dependent 
upon her neighbours for coal. But, although the coal production of 
I'rance may have been extended, the consumption of coal in France 
has increased in a still greater ratio; and the demand for English 
coal among the French has advanced still more rapidly during the 
last ten years than in the decade ending with 1862. In 1842 the 
consumption of English coal in France was 491,000 tons, and in 1832 
37,500 tons. It would appear, then, that in exact proportion as 
steam-power has been extended among the French so they have been 
content to resort to larger and larger supplies of English coal, while, 
at the same time, the imports of Belgian coal into France have ex- 
panded to a still greater extent. 

But it is only when we come to look at the valye of the coal ex- 
ported to France this year that we see the full significance of the 
large shipments which have taken place. In October, 1871, the va- 
lue of the English coal gag to France was computed at 181,425/,, 
as compared with 78,192/, in October, 1871, and 40,203/. in October, 
1870. Certainly October, 1870, was a month of deepening gloom 
and increasing trouble for France in connection with the Franco- 
German war; but still the figures for October, 1872, are altogether 
unprecedented. They show that for that month France paid forour 
coal at the rate of 2,170,000/. per annum, a vast sum for a country 
which has only just emerged from the trouble and depressing in- 
fluences of, perhaps, the most disastrous war ever recorded even in 
hereventfulhistory. France, with an indemnity of 200,000,000/. to pay 
to victorious Germany—France, with her capital only a few months 
since occupied by a foreign enemy, and next a prey toa dreadful civil 
conflict —France, stripped of two of her fairest provinces, and still 
staggering, one would suppose, under the crushing effects of accumu- 
lated disasters—France has still had the means and the courage to 
import our coal of late at the rate of no less than 2,000,000/. per an- 
num, or thereabouts. Certainly it is only within the last few weeks 
that coal has become so dear; still itis estimated that in the first ten

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TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Nov. 21.—The price of steam coal on the Tyne has still further 
declined, and since the commencement of the fall the total reduction 
amounts to 8s. per ton; 17s. and 18s. being now the highest prices 
quoted on the Tyne. The demand for steam coal is extremely flat, 
and many of the large works in Northumberland are accumulating 
stocks, and occasionally work short time in consequence. The de- 
mand for most other descriptions of coal continues very good, and 
little alteration has taken place in the value. The demand for house, 
gas, manufacturing, and coking coal continues, and is likely to con- 
tinue so far as can be foreseen at present. Consumers of coals are, 
of course, extremely anxious for a large reduction in prices, but we 
fear they must wait some time longer for this change ; the continued 
activity of the iron trade in South Durham and Cumberland war- 
rants the conclusion that good prices for coke and manufacturing 
coal will be got over the greater part of next year; extensive con- 
tracts have, indeed, in some instances been entered into for that 
period. There are also other causes at work of a most serious and 
powerful character, which will naturally tend to prevent anything 
like a return to the old prices of fuel. A material reduction in the 
price of coals can only be brought about by a large increase in the 
supplies from other quarters, or fresh openings here on an extensive 
scale, and this may possibly be broughtabout in the course of time; 
at present the miners of those two counties have such a union and 
such an organisation as never before existed ; that this organisation 
will be used to keep up the present rates for working coal, whatever 
the demand may prove to be, there can be no doubt, and as the rates 
for working coal—that is, the wages of all kinds of workmen con- 
nected with collieries—have during the present yearadvanced about 
40 per cent., the quantity of coals produced by each coal hewer for 
a given time has also been reduced about 28 per cent. At the com- 
.mencement of the present year, so far as we have been able to learn, 
the quantity of coal produced per man per day was (in Durham) 
34 tons, and at thepresent time the quantity produced is about 24 tons. 
In the steam coal district two new shafts are to be sunk in the 
Hartley royalty, connected with the great Seaton Delaval Colliery, 
and the new winning at Donnington, recently made by Messrs. John 
Bowes is being rapidly developed, and will soon rank asa first-class 
steam coal colliery. It is to be regretted that no progress has been 
made lately towards the drainage of the collieries on Tyneside; the 
engines at Wallsend are merely kept going so as to keep the water 
at a certain level. More powerful machinery, however, is in pre- 
paration, and no doubt the famous Wallsend seam of coal will be 
drained shortly. On the south side of the Tyne the Norwood Col- 
liery will shortly be opened by Messrs. John Bowesand Co, Alarge 
winding-engine is now in course of erection, which will, it is ex- 
pected, clear the workings of water in a very short time. At Ward- 
ley a very powerful new winding-engine is in course of erection for 
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the purpose of winding the coal from the Hutton seam, the old wind- 
ing-engine being fully occupied in winding the coal from the Ben- 
sham seam. large new coal winning is in progress in the Lan- 
chester Valley, north-west of Durham, and another is shortly to be 
commenced on the Eldon estate, south of Durham. Taking a glance 
at the hew workings for coal in progress in these two counties, it is 
evident, to say the least, that efforts are making to meet the extra- 
ordinary demand for coal, whether that is accomplished or not. 

The Iron Trade continues to prosper, on the whole, although some 
branches are certainly dull. The demand for ship-plates is, of course, very limited, 
but an increase in this description of iron is confidently expected in the spring. It is 
worthy of notice that the mineral trafficon the North-Eastern Railway, ineluding iron 
manufactured, &c., has fallen off considerably lately, and the reason given for this 
is the increased rates for transit lately levied by the directors. But it ought to be 
considered that the mineral traffic of the North-Eastern Railway during most of 
the past year has been most exceptionally heavy, and the lull that has been lately 
felt both in the iron and coal trades must produce an effect on this traffic. One 
of the most remarkable and prosperous ironworks on the Tyne is offered for 
sale—the Walker Ironworks. Those works are, we believe, among the very oldest 
on the Tyne, end comprise blast furnaces, rolling mills, puddling furnaces, &o.— 
indeed, everthing connected with a-large iron trade in all its branches. There is an 
extensive iron foundry and a very old and large colliery trade connected with it. The 
situation of the works cannot be excelled, as the coal, iron ore, &c., they require are 
delivered on a quay at the works; and the iron, &c., manufactured can be sent by 
water or rail with the greatest facility. The works are generally known as Losh, 
Wilson, and Bell’s Ironwork, all great names in ‘connection with the coa land iron 
trades of this district. : 

Messrs. J. E. Walker, colliery agent, of Wearmouth Colliery, Sun- 
derland, and J. W. Cole, engineer, of Byker, have patented some improvements 
in apparatus for screening coals. According to the provisional specification the 
coals to be screened are delivered on to an endless chain, com posed of parallel bars, 
carried by two horizontal polygonal drums, one of which is caused to revolve.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 

Nov. 21.—There is much reason for believing that the period of 
high prices is over, and manufacturers must again return to some- 
thing like the usual state of things. The position of the Iron Trade 
is far from being satisfactory, and there is little hope of improve- 
ment until there is a general re-adjustment of prices. At most of 
the ironworks, it is true, there is still a fair amount of activity 
to be witnessed, but it cannot be taken as representing the state of 
the iron trade, nor can this last much longer unless there be a de- 
cided change in the trade. The market is quite inactive, and hardly 
any business is being done, and were it not that the old.contracts have not all ran 
out, the establishments would, in all probability, have presented a rather dismal 
appearance before now. Makers have reason to complain of the present state of 
things, because they cannot secure new engagements except at considerably re- 
duced prices, and as they cannot make the reductions demanded by purchasers, 
their books must shortly become empty, and work be scarce. There cannot be a 
doubt about it, that the only means of ensuring a tolerable trade for the winter is 
by re-arranging prices; but the question is, how ean this be done? Did the mat- 
ters rest altogether with the ironmakers the difficulty would not, perhaps, be great ; 
but it must be admitted thatjiron cannot be lowered to any great extent so long as 
all the materials used in the manufacture remain so high. Fuel especially is ols 
tained at great cost, and it will be necessary for ironmasters and cotlmasters to 
come to an arrangement to lower prices simultaneously and proportionately. This 
is clearly the only way of maintaining anything like activity in the coal trade, and 
if it bs carried out there may yet be a fairly brisk state oi things in the district 
during the winter. It must, of course, be remembered that the time of year is 
now being entered upon when there ie usually a dulness to be noticed in comnection 
with the iron trade; and the probability is that were there no difficulty in regard 
to prices the trade would not be so brisk as it has been for several months past ; 
but there is nothing to indicate that there would not be a fair demand for railway 
and other iron just now. Indeed, makers are pretty confident still that there are 
some important orders in buyers’ hands which must, sooner or later, be given out, 
and then renewed activity may be looked for. The shipping season to the Baltic 
and Black Sea is now over, and this has caused a suspension of transactions with 
some of the North of Europe markets, for which Welsh makers manufactured a 
considerable quantity of iron during the summer and autumn months; and this 
fact, together with the comparative inactivity of American buyers, gives the market 
a particularly dull aspect just now. The Tin-Plate Trade shows no improvement. 
Orders are not coming to hand much if any faster, as buyers still consider prices 
too high, and decline to purchase any extensive quantities, vols) ‘ 

About a fortnight ago the Steam-Coal Owners’ Association at Car- 
diff announced a reduction in the price of their coals of 6s. per ton. 
That announcement, it is found, has had a very detrimental effect 
on the trade, and which will be felt for some time to come. It was, 
of course, “ wired” to all parts of the world, and consumers of steam 
coal were soon in possession of the fact. A largely increased demand was ex pected 
to take place almost immediately, but unfortunately the result has been quite 
different. Instead of giving out extensive orders at the reduced rates, buyers con- 
ceived the idea that the lowering of prices was caused by a general falling off in the 
demand, and that it only required them to wait a little while to be able to purchase 
at still further reduced prices. Acting upon that belief, they have ever since lim- 
ited their purchases as much as possible, and colliery proprietors are beginning to 
find themselves running short of engagements. The lessened demand is all the 
more felt, too, because the men have now settled down to work with regularity, 
and the output of the pits has consequently largely increased, so that the colliery 
proprietors have larger supplies to dispose of. It is not only the Cardiff steam- 
coal owners that are the sufferers. It will be remembered that when the reduction 
of 6s. was made it only brought the Association prices on a level with those current 
in other parts of the district, and now the restricted demand affects all alike. There 
is much complaint about the matter among the non-Associutionists, but they are 
pretty firm in regard to their quotations, and seem disposed rather to restrict the 
output than to lower prices. A coalowners association is to be started at Newport 
for the Monmouthshire colliery proprietors. | It is understood that it w ill be on the 
principle of an insurance, and that the association will have a standing capital of 
200,000/, The enquiry for house coal is not so activeas it was, and lower prices are 
expected.

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Nor, 21: There has been but little alteration in the condition of 
the Iron and Coal Trades throughout Derbyshire, both of which are 
in a healthy state. A considerable tonnage of coal is being far- 
warded to the metropolis from Clay Cross, and also from Codner 
Park, Langley Mill, and other collieries, both on the Erewash Valley 
route and between Chesterfield and Sheffield. The Midland Railway Company 
give increased facilities for the development of the minerals between 
1 Nottingham, with a view, no doubt, of anticipating the new line of 
the Great Northern. The furnaces are turning out a great deal of pig, for which 
there is an excellent demand. In manufactured iron also a very good business is 
being done. There is a steady trade at Sheffield and the district in mill and ham- 
mered material, whilst the Bessemer works are very active in rails, tyres, axles, 
and rods. The enquiries for steam coal have materially fallen off of late, and at 
several of the collieries considerable stocks have accumulated, owners showing no 
disposition to submit to a reduction of prices. There is less doing for shipment 
with Grimsby, but several vessels laden with coal have cleared out from Goole 
during the past few days for Alexandria, Rouen, London and other of the home 
ports.

THe Coat TRAFFIC BY RAILWAY.—Owing to the great falling off 
which has taken place in the tonnage of coal carried by the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company from South Yorkshire to London during the last three or four months, 
the directors have issued a circular to the colliery proprietors in that part of the 
Manchester and Sheffield line between Barnsley and Sheffield. They call attention 
to the fact that whilst there had been a great decrease in the tonnage of coal sent to 
the metropolis from South Yorkshire, there has been a very large increase in the 
quantity of coal sent from Derbyshire by the Midland, which can only be attributed } 
to the difference in the price between the two districts.

The meeting was convened by Mr, Wardell, the Govern- 
ment Inspector of Mines for Yorkshire, with the view to his explaining some of the 
clauses of the Mines Regulation Bill, which are not altogether clear. One of these 
was that relating to Managers, who were required to hold a certificate of compe- 
tency. It was understood that such managers were to be the underviewers, having 
the control and management of the workings of a mine. After some further ex- 
planation, and the answering of some questions, from which it was evident the 
clauses in the Act were capable of more than one interpretition by the least en 
lightened of the colliery body, a committee was appointed to work in connection 
with one formed the previous day at Leeds, to draw up the rules required by the 
Act. It was also agreed that the joint committee should call a general meeting of 
the colliery proprietors, to be held at Wakefield, as a central position for the West 
and South Yorkshire districts. 

Tue Frere AT THE DARFIELD MAIN COLLIERY, NEAR BARNSLEY. 
—The serious fire which took plale at the Darfield Colliery, on Oct. 13, and which 
it was expected to turn out so didastrous, has been to all appearance, and without 
scarcely a doubt, extinguished by the mode of procedure adopted—the filling up of 
the shafts to a certain height, and the whole of the workings with water. At the 
close of last week the water reached the Wathwood bed, where there is a drift con- 
necting the two shafts, so that the dips and the rise workings were completely 
inundated, On Tuesday the upceast shaft was opened, and men went down it as 
far as the water; they found the brickwork of the shaft in almost as good a state 
as what it was before the accident,and requiring but very little repair. The timber 
of the head-gearing, which was destroyed by the fire, has been replaced by a mas- 
sive permanent erection, the only old relic being the pulley-wheels. The necessary 
arrangements for getting the water out have been in progress during the week, and 
the work of pumping will commence either on Seturday or Monday next. We are 
glad to be able to state that the loss, heavy as it undoubtedly must be, will not be 
so large as was at first anticipated. 








REPORT FROM NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND LINCOLNSHIRE. 


Nov. 21.—The Iron Trade in North Lincolnshire is now in a very 
flourishing state, there being plenty of demand for pig-iron. The 
blast-furnaces areabout to be greatly increased. Messrs. Dawes, of 
the Milton and Elsecar Works, have two furnaces at their Trent 
Works, and another will be blown in this week, in addition to which 
they are erecting four new ones. Messrs. Cliffe have four furnaces at work, and 
have just taken the Mecklefield Collieries, near Leeds, so as to furnish their own 
¢oke. Two more furnaces are being built by the Lincolnshire Iron-Smelting Com- 
pany. A very large quantity of coke is being sent from the South Yorkshire coal 
fields, and the wagons are returning laden with iron ore, The West Yorkshire 
Iron and Coal Company, near Wakefield, are drawing most of their supplies from 
the district; and, as they have three large new furnaces in a forward state of 
erection, it is expected that they will shortly require a larger quantity. 

The agreement for transferring the old-established Meadow Foun- 
dry, at Mansfield, toa company of shareholders, with a view to its bein turned 
into a limited liability company, has been completed. The project has been in 
hand some time, but no prospectus was issued, as the applications were so numer- 
ous, The capital is 15,000/., divided into 300 shares of 50/. each. The applica- 
tions for shares exceeded the required amount by 2000/. Mr. W. Richardson has 
been appointed the managing director; and the board of directors consists of 
Messrs. J. Bownes, Charlton Kings; G. Wills, Narborough; J. E. Birks and F, 
Hole, Mansfield; with Messrs. 8. Smith and Co.. Mansfield, as bankers ; Mr. Par- 
sons, of Mansfield, as solicitor ; and Mr, Maltby, solicitor, of Mansfield, as secretary. 

The project of erecting a public hall at Chesterfield, commemorating 
the services of the late Mr. Geo. Stephenson, and of establishing a mining school 
in connection with it, proceeds favourably. The Chesterfield Institute of Mining 
and Mechanical Engineers have held a general meeting, under the presidency of 
Lord FE. Cavendish. Mr. Charles Seely, jun., M.P. for Nottingham, spoke. “He 
observed that no doubt all were aware that on Jan. 1 mines and pits would have to 
be under the direction of a certificated manager, and as years rolled on he thought 
they would find themselves in a serious dilemma. He believed in the establish 
ment of mining colleges in the various districts, and that if underviewers and others 
were to take a year’s training in them they would then be ready to obtain a certi- 
ficate. He was inclined to believe that such a school could be founded. He had no 
doubt that a public hall would materially aid the object they had in view, but he 
was greatly in favour of the establishment of a school, which, he thought, would be 
of more value. He, however, would support the object in view. and he and his 
father would subscribe the sum of 100/. a-year for five years towards the formation 
of aschool. In the subsequent proceedings the plans were referred to the commit 


tee for further consideration.

REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE. 


Nov. 21,—The enquiry concerning the deaths caused by the fire at 
Messrs. Andrew Knowles and Sons’ Pendlebury Colliery, an account 
of which was given in the columns of last week’s Journal, was brought 
to a close on Thursday, before Mr. Price, the district coroner, at the 
Wheat Sheaf Inn, Pendlebury. Mr. Andrew Knowles, one of the pro- 
prietors, was present, and Mr. Dickinson, Government Inspector, watched the pro- 
ceedings on behalf of the Crown. Mr. Simon Horrocks, manager of the colliery at 
which the casualty took place, was one of the witnesses called, and he stated that 
when he reached the scene of the disaster two screens of brattice cloth, which had 
been hanging across a narrow part of the brow, had burned away. He took all 
possible means to put the fire out. Of his own knowledge he could not state what 
was the origin of the fire, but in his opinion someone must have set the mine on 
fire. It was impossible for the bratticing or the coal to have ignited spontaneously. 
Thebratticing was very inflammable, being dry, and, no doubt, impregnated with 
coal dust. It might have been set on fire by a candle accidentally, but that was 
not likely. Workmen had to pass the bratticing, and candles were allowed to be 
used in the mine, but as a rule the men went to their work with lamps, though 
they mostly used open lights when at work. The deceased on being stopped by 
the smoke might, if they had had presence of mind, have escaped by another way 
The fire had extended the whole length of the main jig-brow, a distance of 85 yards, 
20 yards along the east level, and 30 yards along the west level, He believed the 
deceased had died from suffocation, and that the fire had not reached them at the 
time of their deaths. Replying to Mr. Dickinson, the witness said it was to-his 
mind impossible that the tire could have arisen from an explosion. The mine was 
a very “swift” one, and would take fire quickly. The fire had been so far got 
under that it was expected it would be very soon extinguished. After hearing the 
evidence of the men who were in the mine when the accident took place (some of 
whom it was proved had carried candles along the levels contrary to orders), the jury 
found that the deceased had died from suffocation, but as to how the fire originated 
there was no satisfactory evidence to show. 

A serious disaster took place at the Sankey Brook Collieries, near 
St. Helen’s, on Friday. A torrent of water broke into the Rushy Park

at work at the Rushey Park and Little Delph seams, which are won 
at these shafts. The water burst into the shaft about 80 yards from 
the bottom, and came from some old workings overhead. When it rushed inthere 
was great alarm amongst the miners, but the cages were kept constantly at work 
for about half-an-hour, by which time all were brought up to the surface, many 
of them dripping wet. It was not until Saturday morning that the engineers 
were enabled to examine the workings, and then it was found that the torrent had 
entered the shaft from the mouth of the Roger Mine, one of the various seams 
that have been worked there, had then swept through the Rushy Park workings, 
and descended to the Little Delph, whence it had to be pumped by the engine 
above ground. The casualty reversed the ventilation, and caused much alarm, It 
is expected that work will be resumed next week. 

On the same daya sad accident took place at Blackrod, near Wigan. 
Mr. Thomas Yates, manager to the Arley Mine Colliery Company, went into the 
pit to superintend some propping, and got into a wagon, a beam of timber 9 feet 
long being placed beside him. The wagon was started down a jigbrow, when the 
timber came in contact with the side at a sharp curve, and Mr, Yates was so crushed 
that he died in a few minutes. 

Our winter trade prospects are not very encouraging so far as the 
department of iron is concerned. The stress on the mills and forges is rapidly 
abating, and orders are by no means plentiful. Coal is still in active requirement. 

At Barrow the iron ship-building trade is very ‘iourishing, but 
operations are greatly interfered with by the want of skilled labour, and workmen 
are almost driven from the town because of the inadequate house accommodation. 
Recent explorations show that hematites of good quatity, and in abundant quan- 
tity, are to be found here at a considerable dertii as well as near the surface. The 
ore at the Shank pits, at a depth of 25v yards, is of uniformly high quality. 

The proposal to test the accuracy of Mr. Young’s theory as to the 
best Lancashire coal field ts, I hear, likely to pass into the hands of some eminent 
capitalists, for the landowners are not taking up the scheme with the energy and | 
determination so essential to its success. A+ meeting on the subject will probably | 
be held shortly. i 

CoLLIERY MANAGER KILLED.—Mr. Thomas Yates, manager to the 
Arley Mine Colliery Company, Blackrod, near Bolton, went down the pit to super- 
intend some propping.
